201mph and 94mpg! 



Porsche isn't just dangling the carrot 
here, it's letting us nibble on the tip! 
Their first 918 Spyder concept 
shocked the 2010 Geneva motorshow 
like an angry fist to the face, but this 
is an even more evolved version. 
This 918 is designed to show the 
Stuttgart-based company is serious 
about taking the hybrid hypercar into 
the racing arena, following in the 
footsteps of their legendary 917 race 
car from the 70s (it's the car Steve 
McQueen drives in the film Le Mans). 
Like all German car companies, 
Porsche tests all its creations on the 
famous 13-mile Nurburgring circuit. 
The 918 Spyder monsters it in seven 
minutes 22 seconds - ten seconds 
quicker than its £300k Carrera GT. 



Beating that time by ten seconds is like 
beating Usain Bolt by a clear ten metres. 

The 918 is a hybrid, meaning there's 
a 570bhp 4.6-litre V8 mounted in the 
middle that drives the back wheels. A pair 
of electric motors - one 80kW and one 
90kW - drive both front and rear wheels. 
In "race hybrid" mode, the electric motors 
are powered up so that between them 
they push out over 200bhp. When 
combined, the result is more than 770bhp! 
But it doesn't have to be. If you just want 
to cruise, the 918 will run purely on 
lithium-ion battery power for up to 15 
miles, and you can plug it in to charge it. 
Engineers claim the finished car will be 
able to do 0-62mph in under three 
seconds, even under nine seconds in pure 
electric mode. It'll do 93mph just on 
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leccy! The top speed with all 770 horses 
unchained is 201mph. 

• The V8 engine will rev to 9,000rpm and 
this improved version boasts vertical- 
pointing exhausts. They look like anti- 
aircraft guns and sound like, well, anti- 
aircraft guns. Hybrids needn't be silent. 

• The 918 uses Porsche's PDK double-clutch 
paddle-shift gearbox, and can boast 

a carbon bodyshell as well as carbon- 
ceramic brakes. It also has four-wheel 
steering for extra stability, and if that's 
not enough, fully adaptive aerodynamics 
will keep the car kissing tarmac. 

• Probably the most exciting eco-car in 
existence, the new 918 will be available 
to Gary Neville from next September 
for £650k (tax and congestion charge 
exempt, though). Ferrari? Over to you.

A puny front-drive car that grew a bulging 
bodykit, rear-wheel drive and a 160bhp 
engine where the back seats used to be.

This 
was the daddy of the 5 GT Turbo, after all. 
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VOLKSWAGEN BEETLE 1938-2003 
50-85mph • 0-60: 17-24 sees 
In the US it was nicknamed the Bug, in 
Germany the Kafer and in Mexico the Fusca.

181mph • 0-60: 5.3 sees 
Testarossa means redhead in Italian. It was 
wider than a Lambo Countach and it had 
a very unusual flat-12 cylinder engine. 

FACT: Two things made the Testarossa an '80s icon - 
starring in Miami Vice driven by subtle undercover cop 
Don Johnson, and in the hit arcade video game Outrun. 




DELOREAN DMC-12 1979-1932 

125mph • 0-60: 9.6 sees 

Unpainted stainless steel bodyshell, gullwing 

doors and an average Volvo V6 engine. Also 

the star of Back To The Future, of course. 

FACT: DeLoreans only had 145bhp but that didn't stop 
them reaching the required speed for time travel 
(88mph). Three were used for filming Back To The Future. 




SUBARU IMPREZA WRX PI 2000 
,J 155mph • 0-60: 4.7 sees 
The Impreza revolutionised rallying and 
affordable supercar slaying. The P1 is easily 
identified because it's a two-door model. 

FACT: In 2001 Berkshire-born rally driver Richard Burns 
became the first Brit to win the World Rally 
Championship. His car? None other than a blue Impreza. 



MERCEDES BRABUS BULLIT 200s 

217mph • 0-60: 3.9 sees 
Brabus-tuned Mercs make AMGs look like 
something your nan would drive.

Ayrton Senna helped develop it, which 
explains why the NSX used a lot of F1 tech.

MINI COOPERS 1963 1969 

lOOmph • 0-60: 12.9 sees 

The Mini Cooper stuck to the road like glue 

and felt faster than it was. The Mini was one 

of Britain's most memorable inventions. 

FACT: The three Coopers in The Italian Job did numerous 
stunts. The 60ft rooftop jump in formation was 
performed at the Fiat factory in only one take. 





PORSCHE 911 GT3 RS 4.0 2011 

193mph • 0-62: 3.9 sees 
The GT3 RS 4.0 was the limited last cheer 
for the 997 series. 500bhp, plastic back 
windows, cage and a carbon fibre-rich diet. 

FACT: Of the 600 made, only 40 GT3 RS 4.0 cars came to 
the UK. On 5 April - just before the 911's 50th birthday - 
original designer Ferdinand Alexander Porsche died. 



NISSAN SKYLINE GT-R R34 999 2002 

165mph • 0-62: 4.7 sees 
The four-wheel drive, four-wheel steer, twin 
turbo Skyline matched supercar grunt with 
real world legroom/boot space/price tag. 

FACT: The legendary RB26 2.6-litre straight six was rated 
at 276bhp but was thought to be closer to 320bhp. It can 
be tuned to 400bhp, and even taken up to l.OOObhp. 



JAGUAR XJ220 1992 1994 

211mph • 0-60: 3.6 sees 

In the late '80s Jaguar wanted to take a bite 

out of Ferrari and Porsche. Enter a British 

supercar with twin-turbo 542bhp V6. 

FACT: Tests on the XJ220's engines were carried out by 
fitting the running gear into a Transit van for stealth 
blasts up the Ml. It did 179mph on a test track! 




MERCEDES 300SL GULLWING 954 957 

5mph • 0-60: 8.8 sees 
The iconic SL was actually related to 
Mercedes' 1952 Le Mans-winning racer, 
taking race car tech to the road. 

FACT: All 1,400 SLs had steel bodyshells apart from 29 
built from aluminium - one of which sold in January of 
this year for an enormous £2.9million. 



FERRARI F40 1987-1992 

201mph • 0-60: 3.7 sees 

This is the car that fuelled the turbo craze - 

because it had two bolted on top of that V8 

living under the slatted plastic engine lid. 

FACT: The engine was only 2.9 litres, but don't be fooled 
- it could break 200mph and squeezed 478bhp. It was 
built to commemorate Ferrari's 40th birthday. 
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FORD GT 2003-2006

It had a hefty price tag of £120k, but the 

Ford GT was a fire-breathing striped-up,

FACT: The '60s original was called a GT40 because it was 
only 40in in height. Ford dropped the "40" bit as this 
newer recreation is 43in high. 
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ARIEL ATOM 500 2003 -present 

200mph • 0-60: 2.3 sees 
No bodywork. No windows. No roof. No 
heater. But quicker than a Veyron. A ladder 
with an engine, put together in Somerset. 

FACT: The entry level Atom is built with a Honda Civic 
engine. Buy the 500bhp V8 engined "500" and your skin 
will have to hold on pretty tight! 



MITSUBISHI EVO V1 1999-2002 
150mph • 0-60: 4.4 sees 
The first Evo to be officially sold in the UK. 
On back roads no supercar could catch this 
276bhp 4WD turbo monster. 

FACT: With fearless Finnish driver Tommi Makinen at the 
wheel, the Evo VI won the World Rally Championship in 
1999. Mitsubishi named a special edition after him. 



, ^ PORSCHE 356 SPEEDSTER 1955-1956 

108mph • 0-60: 14.5 sees 
The 356 Speedster was feather-light and 
could be driven at full throttle on any roads. 
With only 75bhp there was no other option. 

FACT: Movie legend Steve McQueen's first brand new car 
was a black Speedster. He sold it in the '60s and bought 
it back in 1974. Speedsters today are worth £150,000+. 




DODGE CHARGER 440 RT 1968-1970 

116mph • 0-60: 6.1 sees 

In the masculine world of American muscle 

cars, the Charger rules. The 440 had 7.2 

litres and 375bhp on thin 14in tyres! 

FACT: Three hundred and twenty 1968 and 1969 Chargers 
were jumped and bent over a seven-year period in the 
original Dukes Of HazzardlM show.

Audi's radical 4WD system changed 
everything, making people see that all-wheel 
drive cars weren't just clunky old tractors. 

FACT: The ultimate was the limited edition short 
wheelbase Sport Quattro, with 304bhp. Only 220 were 
made and they were rally cars for the street. 
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KOENIGGSEGG CCR 2004 -2006 

242+mph • 0-62: 3.2 sees 

A hypercar without fancy wings and styling 

clutter, but with a twin supercharged 4.7 V8 

- which produces nearly 1,000bhp. 

FACT: The badge of a flying ghost on Koeniggseggs pays 
tribute to the Swedish Air Force's Jet Squadron Nol, 
whose old base is now Koeniggsegg's HQ. 



FERRARI ENZO 2002-2004 
217mph • 0-62: 3.3 sees 
The goal of the Enzo project was to cut gear 
change times down to 150 milliseconds in 
the interests of "extremely sporty use". 

FACT: The Enzo's front suspension can be lifted to clear 
speed humps. A chap entered a Canadian road race in his 
modified 840bhp Enzo and ended up in the sea.

Lambo's Countach survived three decades 
with various tweaks.

Audi owns Lambo, so you can forgive them

The Miura gave birth to the title supercar. 
The Italian Job intro features a red Miura 
whizzing around twisty alpine roads. 

FACT: Ferruccio Lamborghini initially built tractors and 
air-con units but turned his hand to sports cars after 
buying numerous Ferraris and disliking their build quality. 



(J\ AC SHELBY COBRA 427 1962-1968 

cJ 165mph • 0-60: 4.2 sees 

When Carroll Shelby decided to build race 

cars for the road, he squeezed an American 

Ford V8 inside the British AC Ace. 

FACT: The 427 refers to the engine size in cubic inches, 
or seven litres in UK terms. It's thought the Cobra was the 
main reason for UK motorways having a 70mph limit. 



LAMBORGHINI MURCIELAGO 2001 -2010 
*) 212mph • 0-60: 3.2 sees 
The Murcielago was the first four-wheel drive 
Lamborghini to go into production after the 
company was bought by Audi. 

FACT: The Murcielago is named after a bull that survived 
28 stabs from a matador in 1879. The beast fought with 
such passion that the matador chose to spare its life. 




Yl BUGATTI VEYRON 16.4 SUPER SPORT 2010 
LI 268mph • 0-62: 2.5 sees 
For £1,430,000 you can get one of 30 built 
with 1,183bhp that does 0-125mph in 6.7 
sees. That should be enough power, yeah? 

FACT: The 16.4 stands for 16 cylinders and four turbos. 
The first Veyron to crash was in Britain, eight days after 
logistics manager Ajay Soni bought it. It hit an Astra. 



FORD MUSTANG SHELBY GT350-H me 



120mph • 0-60: 6.6 sees 
The Mustang was always adored by blokes 
and ladies alike and the Shelby versions 
were tuned for lightness and horsepower. 

FACT: Back in 1966, Hertz bought a fleet of 936 Mustangs 
and hired them out. Known as Rent-a-racers, many were 
caned on tracks then given back with mullered tyres.

Cracking 150mph instantly made the E-type 
the world's fastest production car.

With just 56 produced, the SWB is one of 

the most collectable Ferraris in existence. 

FACT: Made famous by classic '80s movie Ferris Bueller's 
Day Off where it gets joyridden and smashed up, the car 
in the film was actually an MG with a replica bodyshell. 

D ASTON MARTIN DB5 1963 -es 
145mph • 0-60: 7.1 sees 
It might look almost identical to the DB4, 
but Aston's DB5 had a 4.0-litre engine 
(compared to 3.7-litre), a five-speed gearbox 
and triple carburettors. It may be old, but 
this magnesium aluminium-bodied beaut 
packed an impressive 282 horses. 

FACT: The DB5 was made famous as the best-known 
James Bond car, featuring in several 007 flicks, most 
notably Goldfinger, Thunderball, GoldenEye, Tomorrow 
Never Dies and Casino Royale. It's due to make a welcome 
reappearance in the upcoming Bond flick, Skyfall. Only 
one of the two original gadget-laden 007 cars are known 
to survive, with it selling at auction in 2010 for an 
incredible £2.6million. The other car was nicked j£ 
in 1997, never to be seen again.

Hi Alex! How does 
it feel to have made 
the England squad 
for Euro 2012? 

I'm delighted. To play for 
your country is fantastic 
and also a bit daunting! 
I won't put any pressure on 
myself, though. I got this 
far by playing my natural 
game, getting at defenders 
and being positive, and 
I'll do exactly the same if 
I get a chance at the Euros. 
These are exciting times for 
England, so I'm honoured to 
be a part of things. 

Are there any players you're 
looking forward to seeing 
in Poland and Ukraine? 

The two that stand out for 
me are Cristiano Ronaldo 
and Andres Iniesta. I love 
everything about Ronaldo 
- his skills, his pace, his 
confidence, his swagger. 
Every time he gets the ball, 
you're on the edge of your 



seat. Iniesta is on another 
planet, too - he sees the game 
so quickly. He also plays for 
the two best teams on the 
planet, so he can't be bad! 

It is true that you almost never 
made it as a footballer? 

I was a late developer and 
Southampton had serious 
doubts about whether I'd ever 
have the physical attributes 
to be a pro. When I was 15, 
they told me I wasn't going to 
get a scholarship. I only had 
a couple of months to prove 
them wrong, so I went away, 
worked on my fitness, spent 
a lot of time in the gym and 
bulked up a bit. Eventually, 
they gave me my contract. 

Sounds like it was a pretty 
nerve-racking time for you? 

Looking back, yeah, it was 
stressful, but it made me into 
the player I am. It toughened 
me up but also, on the playing 
side, I think if you're a smaller

footballer, your mind has to 
work quicker. I'd like to think 
I have that in my game today. 

If the football hadn't worked 
out, what would you have done? 

My senior school was all about 
rugby and cricket, so I threw 
myself into both sports. At 
cricket, I was an all-rounder. 
I was actually given a trial by 
Hampshire as a wicket-keeping 
batsman. As regards rugby, 
I played scrum-half or full- 
back and I was alright at it. 
I was offered a trial for London 
Irish but couldn't do it because 
Southampton wouldn't have 
been best pleased. I don't have 
any regrets because football 
was always my first love - and 
I didn't enjoy getting smashed 
up by the big lads anyway! 

People have compared you to 
Theo Walcott. Are you similar? 

We both came through the 
youth system at Southampton, 
then joined Arsenal at a similar 
age. And both being attacking 
players, I suppose it's only 
natural for people to compare 
us. I'm not complaining at all 
because Theo is an incredibly 
talented footballer, but I don't 
really see it myself. I'm more 
of an attacking midfielder 
while Theo is a winger or 
a striker, so we're completely 
different players. 



When you were a kid, who 
were your sporting idols? 

Thierry Henry was like a 
god to me. The stuff he did 
almost defied belief - I'd be 
watching Match Of The Day 
with my mouth open. When 
he came back to Arsenal and 
I got a chance to work with 
him in training, it was like 
I'd died and gone to heaven! 
He spent a lot of time talking 
to me and telling me to 
believe in myself. That was 
something I'll never forget. 

Thanks for the chat, Alex! 
One last thing - your dad is 
former England winger Mark 
Chamberlain. Now you're 
following in his footsteps, 
how has he helped you 
develop as a footballer? 
My dad played at the 
highest level but he never 
put me under pressure. He'd 
gently guide me, take me 
to trials and give me advice 
when I needed it. Did I feel 
overshadowed by what he'd 
achieved? Not at all. He was 
just my dad looking out for 
me like he always did. Both 
my parents made sacrifices 
for me and hopefully, now 
all their love and support 
has started to pay off!

Hi Carl! You're 
fighting Lucian Bute 
for the IBF world 
super-middleweight title in 
Nottingham. Is it good to be 
fighting in the UK again? 
Yeah, definitely, what with 
the amount of fights I've 
had away recently. The last 
couple of years, they've all 
been in other countries, so 
to fight in England is great 
and to fight in my home 
town is even better. It's 
great the fans don't have 
to fly around the world! 

Has preparation gone well? 

Great. I always have 
a 12-week training camp so 
I've been on it for a while. 
I ease down before the fight 
and have four weeks of hard 
sparring before that, so I'm 
exactly where I need to be. 

Does anything worry you 
about facing Bute?
